Town School District. 


Report of the School Board for the Year Ending 
February 15, 1897. 


We respectfully submit the following report for the fiscal school 
year ending February 15, 1897: 

At the beginning of the school year the Board was confronted 
with crowded school rooms in the village. The number of pupils to 
be provided for, has been throughout the year, a troublesome 
factor. In September the parochial schools were opened, thus de- 
priving us of school rooms as well as pupils. After opening each 
room in each school building in the village, we were compelled to 
provide for other pupils. A room belonging to the Ladies’ Union 
Aid society was rented at the nominal sum of two dollars and a half 
per week, but the severe weather of winter compelled us to change 
to a room in Hunton block on Pleasant street. This school is now 
well housed and well taught by Miss Mary A. Marvin. 

In the Grammar school some changes have been made. The 
6th grade, formerly housed in the High street school house, has 
been transferred to the Grammar school building. We feel some 
pride in the Grammar school under the direction of MissI K. Dow; 
ably supported by Miss Mason in the B room; Miss Bailey in the 
Croom and Mrs. Alexander inthe D room. The classes are all 
full. The teachers are working in harmony. The courses in study 
have been raised. Elocution and physical culture have been added 
with Miss C. E. Abbott as teacher. 

In the Intermediate grades they are doing good work, although 
they have many discouraging obstacles. It is in these grades that 
the pupils are brought together from several different primary 
teachers. It is here also that the pupils who have played truant 
are brought together. These are usually three or four years older 
than the children of these grades. Evil habits and tendencies 
show themselves. The time and energy of the teacher are taxed; 
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that ought to be given to instruction. The question of truancy is a 
perplexing one, but its bearing on these grades is positive and per- 
nicious. In one of the 4th erade rooms no less than six boys have 
been truants, and some even as old as sixteen and seventeen years 
of age. It is doubtful whether in such cases the graded school is 
preferable. In larger towns separate schools are provided for these 
deficiencies. A contagious disease is quarantined, then why not 
these larger boys and girls whose morals and habits are vicious? 
The isolation of our schools indirectly hinders effective manage- 
ment. Two, three or four teachers under a strong principal 
one, are more effective in controlling and managing such elements 
than the individual teacher can be. 

Schools have been taught im the Haubrich, Bartlett, Pucker- 
shire, Long, Bible Hill and Grannis divisions. ‘These are called 
our ungraded schools. Good work, and in some cases, advanced 
work has been done. During the winter the weather disturbs these 
schools to some extent. While the measles have had some dis- 
turbing influences at West Claremont, Miss Thomas and Miss 
Messer have kept that graded school up to high water mark. Music 
and drawing have been taught here, the same as in former years. 

Many changes have been made in reference to books. In con- 
formity to the public statutes, approved text books on physiology and 
hygiene have been placed in the hands of every pupil im all grades 
below the 5th, while in the ungraded schools every child is sup- 
plied. The Sutler geographies have been displaced by the Werner 
and Rand and McNally. The Fiske History of the United States 
has been introduced in the 8th and ‘th grades. Kut our course 
in English literature has been greatly enriched by the choice in por- 
tions of several different readers. The supplementary course of 
readers embraced the choice selections of many minds from the 
whole field of literature. Such selections in English must have a 
positive influence in shaping the taste and forming habits that must 
tell for good on the child’s after life. 

The course of study formulated and printed a year ago is 
bearing fruit in the uniform instruction being given to the different 
pupils in the different schools. But this standard i is not stationary. 
In many respects we are ahead of that. ‘The necessity of revision 
and adaptation is constant. 

The year has been a fairly prosperous one. But the need of a 
larger appropriation as the increase in numbers and the increase in 
departments of study have come, is not fully appreciated by our 
taxpayers. 

For the next year, money will have to be appropriated for re- 
pairs. The system of caring for our school buildings should be 
changed. We need new buildings. We need a superintendent 
who knows how to teach, and who “knows what ought to be taught. 
These things have been urged for several years. The good name of 
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our town and its schools are suffering. The best and highest in- 
terests of our town should have the best and most careful super- 
vision.
